HISTORICAL  RECORD. 


'History  of  the  Origin  and  Progress  of  the  u  Union  Religions 
Society/1  drawn  up  by  the  Cleric  of  the  meetings  heretofore  held, 
and  accepted  by  a  preceding  vote  of  the  brethren.] 

The  increased  population  of  these  parts  of  the  towns 
of  Weymouth  and  Braintree,  situated  at  and  near  the 
head  of  navigation,  and  the  distance  of  the  respective 
places  of  public  worship,  in  said  towns,  from  the  afore- 
said parts  of  them,  had  rendered  the  erection  of  a  new 
Meeting-house  near  Weymouth  Landing,  for  their  mutual 
accommodation,  a  desirable  object.  Impressed  with  these 
views,  forty-three  persons  associated,  by  an  instrument 
bearing  date  March  13,  1810,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
this  object  into  effect. 

In  the  preamble  to  the  articles  of  their  association,  the 
associates  state  that  they  are  "  impressed  with  the 
importance  and  advantage  of  erecting  a  Meeting-house  at 
or  near  Weymouth  Landing  and  collecting  and  estab- 
lishing a  Congregational  Church  there;  and  are  deeply 
sensible  of  the  benefit  w1  .oh  would  result  to  the  cause  of 
the  Christian  religion,  by  its  affording  a  greater  conve- 
nience in  attending  the  public  worship  of  God.M 

In  pursuance  of  their  undertaking,  the  associates,  at  a 
meeting  held  by  them  on  the  aforesaid  13th  day  of  March, 
appointed  a  Committee  to  purchase  the  Meeting-house 
about  to  be  taken  down   in    Hollifl  Street,  in  Boston  ; 
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which  purchase  being  effected,  the  associates,  on  the  'Jl-t 
day  of  March,  1810,  voted  unanimously  to  erect  their 

Meeting-house  upon  the  site  where  it  now  stands.  The 
House  was  raised  on  Monday,  May  10,  1810;  at  which 
time  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Weld  of  Braintree,  Norton  of 
Weymouth,  and  Strong  of  Randolph,  attended  by  re- 
quest The  Rev.  Mr.  Strong  addressed  the  throne  of 
grace  in  a  fervent  and  appropriate  prayer,  before  the 
raising  commenced. 

At  the  Spring  session  of  the  Hon.  General  Court,  in 
1810,  the  Proprietors  of  the  House,  and  others  with  them, 
petitioned  for  an  Act  of  Incorporation,  by  the  name  of 
4<  The  Union  Religious  Society."  But  the  session  being 
short,  no  further  proceedings  were  had  upon  the  petition 
than  an  order  of  notice  to  all  parties  concerned,  to  appear 
at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  show  cause,  if 
any  they  had,  why  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  should  not 
be  granted. 

On  the  27th  day  of  August  following,  the  Meeting- 
bouse  being  nearly  finished,  and  the  petitioners  desirous 
to  assemble  therein  for  public  worship,  as  soon  as  the 
same  should  be  completed,  a  meeting  was  held  for  the 
purpose  of  making  provision  for  the  support  of  public 
worship,  a  subscription  was  made  to  defray  the  expense, 
and  a  Committee  chosen  to  supply  the  pulpit. 

The  Meeting-house  was  opened  for  the  first  time  for 
public  worship,  on  Lord's  day,  November  10,  ISM),  and 
the  first  sermon  preached  therein,  by  the  worthy  Mr.  John 
Frost,  who  supplied  the  pulpit  four  Sabbaths,  greatly  to 
the  acceptance  of  the  Society. 

In  the  month  of  February,  1811,  the  petitioners  ivere 
duly  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Common- 
wealth, as  a  body  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "  The 
Union  Religious  Society  in  the  towns  of  Weymouth 
and  Braintree." 
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Reviewing  the  origin  of  the  Union  Religions  Society, 
its  progress  and  success,  we  find  great  occasion  for  thanks- 
giving and  praise  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  that,  through 
his  good  hand  upon  us,  we  h  ive  been  enabled,  in  less  than 
twelve  months,  to  erect  a  Meeting-house  for  the  assem- 
bling of  our  elves  together  to  he  ir  the  Word  of  life,  to 
gather  a  Society  respectable  in  numbers,  and  to  obtain  a 
legal  establishment  ;  that  we  have  been  favored  with  the 
administration  of  the  Word,  without  the  intermission  of  a 
single  Lord's  day,  since  our  Meeting-house  was  opened 
for  public  worship  ;  that  no  root  of  bitterness  lias  been 
permitted  to  spring  up  among  us,  whereby  we  are 
alienated  in  affection  from  each  other  ;  that  we  have 
been  assisted  to  make,  in  an  orderly  manner,  considera- 
ble progress  in  gathering  and  forming  a  Christian 
Church ;  and  have  a  happy  prospect  of  harmoniously 
uniting  in  the  settlement  of  a  gospel  minister.  "  Bless 
the  Lord,  O  our  souls,  and  forget  not  all  his  benefits." 


ORGANIZATION   OF  THE  CHURCH. 

August  14,  1811. 
In  pur:>uance  of  letters  missive,  an  Ecclesiastical 
Council  was  convened,  consisting  of  Rev.  Simeon  Wil- 
liams, of  the  Second  Church,  Weymouth,  and  Deacon 
Torrey,  his  Delegate  ;  Rev.  Jacob  Norton,  of  the  First 
Church,  Weymouth,  and  Deacon  Bates,  his  Delegate  ; 
Rev.  Jonathan  Strong,  of  Randolph,  and  Deacon  Allen, 
his  Delegate;  and  Rev.  Peter  Whitney,  of  CAuincy,  and 
Deacon  Spear,  his  Delegate  ;  for  the  purpose  of  organiz- 
ing a  Church  in  the  Union  Society  of  Weymouth  and 
Braintree.  The  Council  having  attended  to  the  prelimi- 
nary measures  taken  by  the  brethren,  and  to  their  respec- 
tive letters  of  dismission  and  recommendation  from  the 
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churches  to  which  they  belonged,  voted  to  proceed  to 
organize  them  in  due  form.  The  services  were  as  fol- 
lows:— Rev.  Mr.  Strong  offered  the  Introductory  Prayer  ; 
Rev.  Mr.  Norton  preached  the  Sermon  ;  Rev.  Mr.  Wil- 
liams gave  the  Right  Hand  of  Fellowship,  and  declared 
them,  after  they  had  signified  their  assent  to  the  Confes- 
sion and  Covenant,  to  be  a  Church  organized  in  due 
form,  and  in  fellowship  with  sister  Churches.  Rev.  Mr. 
Whitney  offered  the  Concluding  Prayer. 
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CONFESSION  OF  FAITH. 


We  believe  in  one  living  and  true  God,1  the  Father, 
the  Word,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,1'  who  is  a  Spirit  infi- 
nite, eternal,  and  unchangeable  in  his  being,  power, 
knowledge,  presence,  wisdom,  holiness,  justice,  good- 
ness, and  truth  ;  that  it  is  the  duty  of  all  intelligent 
creatures  to  worship  him  in  spirit  and  truth  ;°  that  he 
created  all  things ;  that  he  preserves  and  governs  all 
his  creatures,  and  overrules  all  their  actions  for  his 
own  glory ;  and  that,  in  whatsoever  comes  to  pass,  he 
is  accomplishing  his  eternal  purposes,  according  to  the 
counsel  of  his  will/  in  such  a  way  that  man  is  a  free 
agent,  and  accountable  for  all  his  actions.e 

a  Deut.  vi.  4.  Hear,  O  Israel,  the  Lord  our  God  is  one  Lord.  Isa. 
liv.  6.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  the  Kin^  of  Israel,  and  his  Redeemer 
the  Lord  of  hosts;  I  am  the  rirst  and  I  am  the  last;  and  besuh  -  me 
there  is  no  God.

We  belie vo,  that  God  created  man  upright;  that 
our  first  parents  freely  sinned  and  fell  ;  and  that  all 
mankind  in  a  state  of  nature,  and  before  regeneration 
by  the  Spirit  of  God,  arc  dead  in  trespasses  and  sins, 
and  without  any  holiness  and  true  love  to  God,  and 
are  exposed  to  all  the  miseries  of  this  life,  and  the 
punishments  of  the  world  to  come. 

Rom.  v.  12.  Wherefore,  as  by  one  man  sin  entered  into  the  '.vr,r'>], 
and  death  by  sin  ;  and  so  death  passed  upon  ail  men,  for  that  all  have 
sinned.  Rom.  iii.  10 — 12.  As  ir  is  written,  then-  i>  none  righteous, 
no,  not  one;  there  is  none  that  understandeth,  there  is  none  that 
seekcth  after  God.    They  arc  all  gone  Out  of  the  way,  th<  1  - 

gether  become  unprofitable;  there  is  none  that  doeth  g  I,  no,  r  >1 

one.  Eph.  ii.  1 — 3.  And  you  hath  he  quickened,  who  w<  n  -  in 
trespasses  and  sins.  Wherein  in  time  past  ye  walked  aeCOrdil  to 
the  course  of  this  world,  according  to  the  prince  of  the  power  i  ■:  ::.e 
air,  the  spirit  that  now  worketh  in  the  children  of  dUobcdii 
among  whom  also  we  all  had  our  conversation  in  times  past 
lusts  of  our  fic>h,  fulfilling  the  desires  of  the  flesh  and  of  the  mind, 
and  were  by  nature  the  children  of  wrath,  even  as  others. 

We  believe,  that  God  in  his  mercy  has  not  left  all 
mankind  to  perish  forever;  but  out  of  his  mere  good 
pleasure,  has,  from  all  eternity,  elected  some  to  ever- 
lasting life  ;  and  that  he  has  covenanted  to  deliver 
them  from  sin  and  misery,  and  to  bring  them  into  I 
state  of  salvation  by  a  Redeemer. 
Eph.  i.  4,  5.  According  as  h<*  hath  chosen  us  in  him  he*  r< 

foundation  of  the  world,  that  we  should  be  holy  and  without  blame 
before  him  in  love.    Having  predestinated  us  unto  the  adoption  of 
children  by  Jesus  Christ  to  himself,  according  to  the  good  pl< 
his  will.    Itoin.  viii.  !>:).    Moreover,  whom  he  did  ;>;< 

he  also  called;  and  whom  he  called,  them  he  also  justified;  and 
whom  he  justified,  them  he  ai><>  glorified. 

We  believe,  that  the  only  Redeemer  of  God's  elect, 
is  the  Lord  Jesus  Christj  who  is  represented  in  sacred 
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scripture  a^  God,1  as  the  Son  of  God,1,  and  as  the  son 
of  man  f  that  he  Buffered  and  died  upon  the  cross  ; 
that  he  arose  from  the  dead,  and  ascended  into  heaven  ; 
where  he  ever  liveth  to  make  intercession  for  US  ;  that 
he  alone  has  made  an  atonement  lor  sin  ;  and  that, 
without  a  special  interest  in  this  atonement,  there  is  no 
salvation. d 

a  John  i.  1.  In  the  beginning  waa  the  Word,  and  tin-  Word  *vas 
with  God,  and  the  Word  was  God.    Rom.  Lx.  <">.  Whose  are  the

We  believe,  that  without  a  change  of  heart,  wrought 
in  the  unregenerate,  by  the  special  agency  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  who  is  eternal,  no  one  can  be  an  heir  of  eternal 
life  and  that  the  soul  which  is  once  made  partaker 
of  renewing  and  saving  grace,  will  never  be  permitted 
so  to  fall  away,  as  finally  to  perish** 

a  John  iii.  •">.  JeSUS  answered,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  UntO  thee,  ex- 
cept a  man  be  horn  of  Water,  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into 
the  kingdom  of  God.

We  believe,  that  adoption,  repentance,  justification, 
sanctification,  and  perseverance,  are  not  bestowed  as 
the  reward  of  any  merit  in  him  who  receives  them, 
but  all  flow  from  the  free  and  sovereign  gift,  and  grace 
of  God. 

Eph.  ii.  8,  9, 10.  For  by  grace  are  ye  saved  through  faith,  and  that 
not  of  yourselves,  it  is  the  frift  of  God :  not  of  work-,  lest  any  man 
should  boast.  For  we  are  his  workmanship,  created  in  Christ  Jesus 
unto  good  works,  which  God  hath  before  ordained  thai  we  ih  iuld 
walk  in  them.  2  Tim.  i.  9.  Who  hath  saved,  and  called  ua  *rith  s 
holy  calling,  not  according  to  our  works,  but  according  I  lis  own 
purpose  and  grace,  which  was  given  us  in  Christ  Jesus  before  the 
world  began. 

We  believe,  that  there  will  be  a  general  resurrection 
of  the  righteous  and  the  wicked  ;a  and  a  general  judg- 
ment^ from  which  the  wicked  shall  go  away 
everlasting  punishment/  but  the  righteous  into  life 
eternal.*
